The hospital, thouglj a.ssociateil with much good work, is out of date, .and 
about to bo replaced by ;v now building, Imt the jail leaves nothing to be (b'^jr- 
cd, Con.structcd on the most .approved princi{)h;.s, it js a mod»--i of m.anngenjent, 
discipline and .sanitation. Its industries too areaspcct.d feature for not only 
jtn; the usual trade.s, such as weavifig ;md bootmnking carried on. but the jail 
boasts a pres.s, which does all the printing for the St.ite. .a sod.a-w-ater maebino 
and, a carpet factort*. whose arti.stic fabrics are e.tg'.-rly .'^ought after in the 
market of Euiopc, From the jail, C«doucl Trcvtir drove to review the Camel 
Corps, which the Bikunir Durbar have oont.'-ibnitMl to the Imperial Swrcjco 
troops. The e*-)rps i,s unique, .and eoiisiderable dihiculties have, thcrcfftro. Iwmi 
oxpericrtceii itt its formation. The greate-su. of thewe ha« l;cea the hither fo 
obscure and ineurablo di-'case lec.;]|y known as Uib'irsHf wliich ha'? povcr.ali

tiuics caused consideiable loss among tlie camels. On iliclast oulLrealv, how- 
ever, which occurred a few months ago, advantage was taken of the services 
of Veterinary-Captain Hagger, the Principal of the Ajmere A^olcrinary 
School, to diagnose the disease. ^ The result shows the benefits which the 
States of Rajputana may expect to derive from that institution, for Veterina- 
jy-Captain Hagger at once discovered the bacillus, and identified it as that 
of hurm, and it is now hoped that the arseniccure recently discovered for 
horses by Professor Lingard may prove equally successful with camels. In 
spite of these difficulties, the Corps, of whom the young .Maharaja is Colonel, 
presented a very smart appearance, and went through various movements, 
ending by forming a zareha in a manner highly creditable to the Commandant, 
Tiiakur Dip Singh, and the inspecting officers, Captains Kettlewell and 
Conran. The lines were next ii^spected, and then the Agent to the Governor- 
General briefly complimented the Maliaraja and his officers on the very satis- 
factory condition of the force. 

On the following day Colonel Trevor laid the foundation-stone of the 
new hospital, a general durbar being convened for the occasion. The proceed- 
ings were opened by the Political Agent, Colonel Loch, who spoke as follows: — 

Colonel Tuevor, Maharaja, Ladies and Gentlemen, — We are as- 
sembled here to-day to lay the foundation-stone of a hospital, the funds for 
the erection of which have been provided by Seth Bhagwandass, a citizen of 
Bikanir and a resident of the city of Churu. After an absence of many years 
in foreign j:)arts he has returned to Bikanir a wealthy man, and honoured by 
tbe British Government with the title of Rai Bahadur, An observant 
traveller journeying to Bikanir either b}^ rail or by road will have noticed^a 
succession of rolling sand-hills loeall}^ known as tihas. In years past, when 
wav laid a heavy hand on the length and breath of India and the pages of 
liislory show a brilliant record of Rahtore achievements, it was these tihas, 
coupled with a singular deficiency in the water suppl}^, that enabled such 
States us Bikanir and Jaisalmer to keep at arm’s length war and its attendant 
strife, and aflbrd an asylum to rich merehauls. War and disorder have been 
succeeded by the pax Britannica, but still (like, I suppose, \uy own couniiy- 
men, the Scots) it is to home they turn their eyes wherein to pass the sunset 
of life. 

‘‘ My friend, Seth Bhagwandass, has signalled his return by many acts 
of ])rivate charity, not yet publicly known, and thougli absent in tlie flesh 
from illness, a fact we all deplore, his name appears before you not only as a 
liberal donor to a hospital at Bikanir, but to another in his town of Churu. 
la order that liis name may be perpetuated His Hig]ines& the Maharaja and 
the Regouey Council liavc resolved that these institutions shall henceforth be 
Icnown as the Bhagwandass Plospitals, and I have now, therefore, to ask you, 
Colonel Trevor, on their behalf to lay the fouudatiuii-stone of the Rai Balia- 
dur Bhagwandass Hospital at Bikanir.” This speech liaving been translated 
into the vernacular ])y the Maharaja, who added an expression of his satisfac- 
tion at finding so liberallyminded a citizen as Seth Bhagwandass, Colonel 
Trevor rocse to reply, and after comjdimenting His Highness on his excellent 
delivery of Coloiicl Loch's spcoeln whirti wa*^ vorthy of higli praise, expressed

charity. The other day when one of the loading h’oths of Ajmero. my friend 
Jlaolchand, eaiiuj forward with a proposal to buiid, at his 'iwn c<>st, an eye' 
ward for tUo general hospital under construction at Ajnierc. I blessed liim for 
setting an (*xanip!e which «as greatly needed, but his lihiu'ality is celip-ed by 
that of our friend, Bbagwaridaos, who has re.-olvod to give Bikanir a hospital 
complete in every respect, at a cost, uhieh I understand, will be about 
Bh. 70,000. I am .sure we must all regret tli.it the donor of this munificent 
gift is unable, through illne.ss, to receive our tliank.H in por.son to day. lie 
may rest assured that bi.s name attaclieil to this hospital will long bt;_ remem- 
bered with gratitude iu thi.s oity and State, and that the young Maliar.aja, 
who has received an excellent education at the Mayo College and is pos^tessed 
of a disposition which endears him to hi.s friouds and dependants, will know 
how to appreciate, tho.se who thus apply their wealth to the relief of their 
Ibdlow oitizen.s." Colonel Trevor then wont on to refer to the good work that 
had been done in the prc.scnt ho-pital, hampered though it was liy’ nio.sL iin- 
stiituhle accommodation, and in the sixteen other dispensaries at piv.sent exist- 
ing in the Jjikanir State, and he concluded by mentioning that the new Bai 
Bahiulur Bhagwaiulass Ho.spilal would provide accomodation for nrty-four 
men and .sixteen women, and would contain .six wards, one being for surgical 
crt.ses and one for medical, one an eye ward and one for opeiatiou.s, iim* fur 
special e:isi.s, and one, a clouide ward in n separate block, for women, in adtli- 
tion to .store-rooms, batli-room.s and oillce.s, besides (piariers fur all the bo.s- 
pital cstnblisjuuent. 

Tlie sfone was then well and truly laid by Colonel Trev<ir. and with a 
di.stributioii of pan and atlai- the pmoeedings terminated. In the evening 
there was a Slafu dinner in the palace, which was hrillianfly lighteil by elec- 
tricity but in (wder to view the line di-[)lay of firewfirks afterwards and catch 
the train, Gdunel Trevor in answer to ih.e toast of ids health wasonlv aide to 
briefly Uiank the Malinrnja. for his hobpitality and expn -s a hope that in Ids 
tnanhooil His Tlighness would fulfil the proiid.se of hi.s you! Ii. .‘-o that 
he nssuined tin- n ins of power he might in.iint.-du the State in tfie same con- 
dition of prosperity as it had readied under tlio aide management of tiie 
Kegcney Council.

Above all, it lias the 
advant^ige of having a good boarding house that provides suitable accomoda- 
tions for 24 boys.
